All growers testify to its 
non-lodging quality. 3d. It holds its graim in harvesting, not 
. separating readily from the peduncle, thus causing very little loss 
on the ground, as with the old sorts.. 1 have known it to stand 
uncut 2 month after its proper time for reaping, and 
without apparent loss from lodging or of grain separating, while 
the old kinds would have been a total loss. 4th. Its prodigious 
yield is generally imeredible, except to those ac-

of my seed sown separately, one yielded 36 RBushels, the second 40 bushels, and the third 52 bushels of 
eleam seed. The same nail brings report of 100% bushels from 19 quarts. These reports are from reliable 
sources, and like many others prove the great profit to be derived from growing this grain. Many doubted its 
table qualities, but its flour is the whitest and finest of all buckwheat, The ladies, after using it beside the 
other buckwheat, notwithstanding its high price, insist on having it in preference to the others.
